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HARITY  not  only  defires  the  happinefs  of man- 
§J^j  q  kind,  rejoices  in  their  prosperity,  and  grieves 
in  their  adverfity ,  'but,  being  an  active  virtue, 
it  prompts  the  mind  to  form  with  prudence  and 
execute  with  vigour,  that  plan  which  bids  fair  efi  for  an 
happy  attainment  of  the  mojl  generous  and  benevolent  ends . 


*,  "To  relieve  our  fellow-creatures  in  diftrefs,  and  to 
promote  their  welfare,  is  a  mofi  beneficent  Work  ;  but 
few,  even  of  the  mofi  difiinguifhed  abilities,  can  a 61,  in 
this  re/pebl,  beyond  the  limits  of  a  narrow  Jphere ;  nu¬ 
merous  wants  are  neither  readily  known,  nor  ecfily  fup- 
plied  :  Hence  individuals ,  unequal  oj  themfelvcs,  and 
a-part ,  to  the  noble  tajk,  combine  together  in  Society* 
gain  firength  by  their  adherence,  and  fir  etch  the  Hand 
of  Charity  to  a  more  extended  difiance . 

Ifo  be  thus  extenfively  ufeful,  was  the  defign  of  the 
SOUTH-C AROLINA  SOCIETY,  in  their  ear- 
liefi  a f Delation:  If  he  hope  of  every  member  has  been 
arfwered,  and  none  of  them  have  been  dif appointed  in 
'  A  2  their 


their  moft  fanguine  expectations,  jf  handful  of  men 
(not  the  rich  and  opulent )  in  a  fe  w  years ,  by  the  moft 
trivial  contributions y  and  under  the  influence  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  plain  and  Jimple  rules y  have  now  accumulated  a 
capital  flock  of  Two  thoufmd  pounds  ft  er  ling ,  which 
is  hourly  increafng  and  improving  for  the  heft  purpofes . 

Nor  have  they  been  hitherto  inactive:  Many  mem¬ 
bers  and  other  families ,  in  the  day  of  diftrefsy  have  reaped 
the  rights  ft  membtrfhipy  and  felt  the  blefjing  flowing 
from  the  connection ;  while  others  in  an  infant  and  help- 
lefs  ft  ate  y  although  not  belonging  to  the  Jociety9  have 
afo  been  jharers  of  its  liberality ,  'The  tender  heart  and 
hand,  taught ,  by  the  fociety s  bounty ,  the  ufe  of  letters 
and  the  peny  have  already  offered  their  firfi  fruits  in 
drains  of  gratitude  and  thankful nefs. 

Thus  the  viney  which  a  few  year  s  ago  was  but  a  fmall 
twig,  is  fpreading  its  luxuriant  branches  :  Supported  at 
a  very  little  expence ,  it  now  Jhelters  a  few  from  the 
inclement  blafts  of  poverty  and  want ;  and  may  it  not  be 
expeCtedy  thaty  in  future  time9  it  will  yield  a  more  ample 
fupport  to  the  indigent  and  diftreft. 

Surely y  a  deftgn  thus  formed ,  and  improved ;  a  defign 
to  prop  a  falling  brother ,  to  fave*  a  Jinking  family ,  and 
father  the  helplefs  arpbany  cannot  fail  of  the  wijhedftor 
fuccefs :  Thus  emulous  to  ends  fo  excellent ,  may  the 
SOUTH-CAROLiNA  SOCIETY  endure  to 
lateft  poflerity . 


INTRODUCTION. 

^'>^<3^  H  E  N  any  inftitution  founded  on  the  prm- 
w  W  ciples  of  public  utility,  has  arrived  to  luch 
a  degree  of  perfection  as  to  be  extennvely 
beneficial,  mankind  are  generally  inclined 
to  know  its  original,  and  thro’  what  means  it  at¬ 
tained  its  prefent  profperous  ftate :  And  as  the 

Sou  th-C  arol  in  a  Society  is,  and  has  been, 
for  fome  time,  in  that  flourifhing  condition,  notwith- 
ftanding  its  charity  extends  to  many  objeCts,  and  in 
various  ways,  far  beyond  its  firft  intention;  it  is 
thought  a  matter  worthy  of  fome  attention,  to  ob- 
ferve,  from  the  bed;  information  that  can  now  be  had, 
from  what  fmall  beginnings  it  has  gradually  obtained, 
its  prefent  importance  ;  altho’  this  cannot  be  done  with 
fuch  exaCtnefs  as  may  be  wifhed,  from  the  deaths  or 
exclufions  of  all  the  earlieft  promoters  of  it,  and  the 
deftruCtion  of  the  firft  minutes  and  journals  to  April 
1738,  which  were  confumed  in  the  great  fire  of 
Charles-Town,  in  1740. 

Several  Refugees  and  their  defendants,  members 
of  the  French  congregation  in  Charies-Town,  having 
amongft  them  one  perfon,  who,  being  in  low  circum- 

(lances*  had  opened  a  fmall  tavern,  in  order  to  main- 

tarn 
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tain  himfelf  and  family  ;  at  this  houfe  his  countrymen 
niet,  when  they  had  any  bufinefs  to  tranfadt,  and  alia 
agreed,  terfpend  an  evening  or  two  there  every  week/* 
purely  to  affifl  him,.  As  their  foie  motive  was  cha¬ 
rity,  after  fome  ihort  time,  they  agreed  to  contribute 
fomething  at  every  meeting,  towards  railing  a  fund 
for  the  relief  of  any  others  of  their  members,  who 
might  itand  in  need  cf  fuch  fupport  ;  accordingly 
fifteen  pence  per  week,  payable  by  each  member, 
was  propofed  and  confented  to,  and  from  that  cir- 
cumftance  the  fociety  derived  the  appellation  of  the 
Two-Bit t  Club.  This  happened  about  the  end  of 
the  year  1736  or  beginning  of  173 7.  And  having  fix¬ 
ed  on  every  Tuefday  for  their  weekly  meeting,  limited 
their  expences  to  two  fhillings  and  fix  pence  currency, 
and  their  contribution  to  one  Ih’lling  and  three  pence 
per  week,  they  appointed  one  of  their  number  ileward, 
to  collect  and  take  care  of  the  flock,  and  keep  a  regu¬ 
lar  account  thereof. 

After  t!i is  affociation  had  fubfifled  for  fome  time, 
which  was  at  firfl  generally  called  the  French  Club, 
feveral  Perfons  who  had  fome  knowledge  of  the  French 
tongue,  became  members  thereof,  on  purpofe  to  im¬ 
prove  themfelves  in  that  language,  no  other  being  yet 
allowed  to  be  fpoken  there.  And  as  debates  would 
fome  times  naturally  arife,  they  found  it  necefiary  to 
have  a  prefiding  officer,  and  two  conitables ;  but  their 
number  being  fmall,  it  was  agreed,  that  their  Steward • 

fliould 
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ThonM  be  the  Prefuient,  and  be  addrelTed  by  the  title 
of  Mr.  Steward. 

Thefe  regulations  continued  till  the  1  ft  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1737,  when  they  made  further  rules,  dated  the 
regular  commencement  of  the  club  from  that  day,  ad¬ 
mitted  theE'nglifh  language  to  be  lpoken,  and  adopted 
th  e  name  of  the  Carolina  Clu3. 


Many  difputes  and  dillurbances  arofe  amongfl  them, 
between  this  and  the  4th  of  April  1738,  whereby  the 
club  had  nearly  undergone  a  diiTolution  :  But  happily, 
before  the  faid  4th  day  of  April,  the  members  agreed 
to  frame  new  rules,  alter  the  former  name  to  that  of 
the  Carolina  Society,  admit  no  language  to  be 
lpoken  but  Engliffi,  and  to  have  the  following  officers, 
viz.  a  Steward  to  be  their  prefiding  officer,  two 
Wardens  as  affiflants  to  him,  a  Treasurer,  to  be 
elected  yearly,  and  a  Clerk ,  befides  two  Conjlables ,  to 
be  cholen  quarterly  ;  which  being  done,  the  whole 
flock  amounting  to  213/.  i6r.  currency,  was  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  treafurer,  and  the  new  rules  were 
figned  by  all  thofe  who  chofe  to  continue  members. 
At  this  time  likewife,  Tuesday  in  Easter-Wee* 
was  appointed,  for  the  annual  meeting  and  the  eledlion 

of  the  principal  officers* 

;  Thus  far  would  have  fufficed  for  the  information 
of  the  public  :  But  as  the  rules  flill  proved  inefficient 
for  governing  the  fociety,  many  additional  ones  were 

made,  and  they  too  being  found  to  tend  to  the  confu¬ 
sion,

lion,  rather  than  the  peace  and  good  order  of  th$  m- 
ftitutit  n,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  revife  and 
new  model  them.  The  fociety  however  being  of  the 
opinion,  that  thefe  were  not  yet  properly  digefted* 
they  direfted  the  fame  committee  to  requeft  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Alexander  Garden  (then  Redtor  of  Saint 
Philip’s  pari ili)  and  the  Hon.  Charles  Pinckney, 
Efq;  to  reduce  their  rules  to  a  proper  form,  which 
thole  gentlemen  genei  oufly  did.  Thefe  being  approved 
by  the  members,  on  the  if!  day  of  May,  1 739>  were 
ordered  to  be  engroifed,  and  are  the  farfb  twenty-two 
in  the  prefeat  edition,  being  commonly  called  the  ori¬ 
ginal  or  constitutional  rules  :  However,  it  has 
lince  been  found  neceffary,  to  add  thirty-three  more 
rules,  fo  that  the  whole  now  co-n  lifts-  of  fifty-five. 

In  175?,  the  fociety  was  incorporated  by  an  adt  of 
the  general  afiembly  of  this  province,  which  only 
wanted  the  Royal  approbation  to  give  it  effedt  ;  and 
that,  through  the  zealous  ami  generous  exertion  of 
James  Crokatt,  Efq;  merchant  in  London,  was 
obtained  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1752,  and  re¬ 
ceived  here  the  5th  of  June  following. 

As  no  regular  or  correct  accounts  had  been,  kept,  till 
the  year  1743,  nothing  more  could  be  diicovered,  from 
the  annual  entries  on  the  journals,  than  that  the  ftock, 
on  the  5th  of  April  in  that  year,  amounted  to  the 
fum  of  2366/.  1 2 j*.  6 d.  fincc  which  it  has  arifen  to 
the  amazing  fum  of  52,680/.  is.

^^^OLDING  it  an  effential  duty  of  man¬ 
kind,  to  contribute  all  they  can  to- 
wards  relieving  the  wants  and  naile¬

into  a  Society,  at  Charles-Town  in  South-Carolina,

and  wardens,  or  either  of  them,  in  double  the  value 
of  the  faid  box  and  contents  then  delivered  to  him  ; 
with  condition,  to  be  accountable  for  and  deliver  the 
fame,  together  with  all  additions  to  cr  improvements 
of  the  fame,  during  the  time  of  his  trealurerfhip  (fire 
and  like  unavoidable  accidents  excepted)  to  the  obli¬ 
gees,  or  to  the  order  of  the  fociety,  at  any  time  when 
thereunto  required  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  at 
any  regular  meeting  :  The  laid  bond  lhall  be  kept  by 
the  fteward,  after  having  caufed  it  to  be  recorded  in 
the  fecretary’s-office,  within  eight  days  alter  the  date 
of  the  fame. 

RULE  XVI. 

Books  lhall  be  provided,  from  time  to  time,  by  The  fcciety’c- 
the  clerk,  at  the  lociety’s  charge,  in  which  he  lhall  iounuk* 
enter  all  the  rules  and  orders,  which  now,  or  here¬ 
after,  lhall  be  agreed  upon,  for  the  regulation  of  the 
faid  fociety  •>  together  with  the  names  of  the  members,, 
the  times  of  their  admiliion  ;  the  election  of  the  offi¬ 
cers,  and  their  deaths,  as  well  as  the  deaths  of  any  of 
the  other  members  ;  all  petitions  to,  and  orders  of, 
the  fociety,  for  payments  of  money  ;  and  all  donations 
made  at  any  of  the  meetings ;  with  all  reports  made

ceedings  and  tranfadtions  of  the  fociety,  when  regu¬ 
larly  met  according  to  the  above-mentioned  rules.

Bocks  of  ac-  The  faid  clerk  fhall  alfo  provide,  at  the  fociety’s 
cunts'  charge,  a  fet  of  books ;  in  which  he  fhall  keep  a  re¬ 
gular  account  of  the  entrance-money,  fines  and  for¬ 
feitures,  donations.  Sec.  any  ways  belonging,  or  ap¬

and  therein  fet  forth  their  real  neceffities,  the  age  of 
the  claimant,  the  number,  ages  and  names  of  the 
children  (if  any)  the  hate  of  their  healths,  and  an 
exadt  and  particular  account  of  $11  their  circumftances, 
in  order  that  the  fociety  may  be  enabled  to  judge 
whether  they  are  real  obje&s  of  their  attention  or  not. 

And  the  better  to  prevent  any  impofition  on  the  fo¬ 
ciety,  that  the  truth  of  the  faid  letter  be  certified, 
under  the  hands  of  the  minifter  of  the  parifh  (where 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  refide)  and  of  two  or  more  re¬ 
putable  parifliioners :  Which  certificate  fhall  alfo 
exprefs  as  juft  and  true  a  character  of  the  claimant  as 
pofiihle,  fo  that  the  fociety  may  judge  whether  the 
allowance  can  with  fafety,  be  lodged  in  their  own 
hands,  or  whether  it  will  be  more  prudent,  to  lodge 
it  in  the  hands  of  fome  other  perfon,  in  truft  for  their 
ufe.

Fmes  for  rude  Whereas  it  becomes  neceffary,  for  preferving  good 

ami  di /orderly  orjer  and  decorum  in  the  fociety,  that  the  fines  ap- 

ereafed.  pointed  by  the  xixth  and  xlviiith  rules,  for  rude  and 
diforderly  behaviour  fhould  be  increafed,  the  penalties 
there  prefcribed  having  been  found,  upon  fome  occa- 
fions,  inadequate  to  the  offence :  Jt  13  tbftfcfOte  Qt* 
DCtCfl,  That  if  any  member  fhall  hehave  himfelf  in  a 
rude,  diforderly  or  indecent  manner,  in  the  fociety,  fo 
as  to  incur  the  penalties  inflidted  by  the  faid  xixffi  or- 
xlviiith  rules,  he  fhall,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  for 
ciety,  make  fuch  copceffion  for  the  offence  given,  as 
may  be  fatisfadlory  to  the  fteward  or  prefiding  officer :
